—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 0-ETC(PN)/67 dated the 4th March, 1907, according to which it lias 
been decided to canalise, with immediate effect, the export of Celluloslc Art Silk 
Fabrics through the State Trading Corporation of India Ltd. The State Trading 
Corporation will operate on its own name as well as through Registered exporters 
and export organisations who arc authorised associates of the State Trading 
Corporation. 

2. Il has further been decided that the export of artsilk fabrics will also be 
allowed freely by licensing authorities to exporters who are not authorised 
associates of the S.T.C. on presentation of the shipping documents in the prescrib¬ 
ed form and manner provided .those documents are accompanied by certified 
copies of firm offers or sale contracts from the overseas buyers indicating the 

a uantltles, prices, shipping schedule, etc., by all category of private exporters to 
ie respective licensing authorities. Exports effected by exporters who are not 
approved associates of the S.T.C. will not be eligible for the facilities and assis¬ 
tance being provided by S.T.C. to its approved associates.
